SEBRING — Pastures, citrusy 
and pineapples are holding the 
agricultural spotlight in Highlands 
County at this time, according to 
County Agent V. T. Oxer. 

Although -they did not get as 
much rain as they wanted during 
the past month, cattlemen are now 
working. their pastures, chopping 
weeds and planting improved 
grasses. They are so much in- 
terested in improving their graz- 
ing that they would plant far more 
acreage than they will be able to 
this season if they had- the ma- 
chinery and labor for doing the 
job, the county agent reported. 4 

With the exception of ‘some 
rather poor quality fruit early in 
the ‘season, ‘citrus growers pro- 
duced satisfactory crops in 1945-46 
and they-are hoping for- even bet- 
ter crops and higher quality fruit 

ing the 1946-47 season. Many 
g ers have. fertilized their 
groves heavily and have good cover 
crops now growing in them. Rain- 
fail during the past month was 
somewhate sparse, requiring use of 
irrigation facilities where avail- 
able. <

REDUCE ACCIDENTS ON 
FARM, INSURE SAFETY 
‘BY REMOVING HAZARDS 


GAINESVILLE—Recognize and 
remove hazards om the farm dur- 
ing National Farm Safety Week 
or whenever they occur and be 
safer throughout the year. This 
is the suggestion of L. T. Nieland, 
safety specialist with the Florida 
Agricultural Extension Service. 

Farm work is hazardous, he de- 
clares, resulting in more fatal acci- 
dents than any other major in- 
dustry. Accidents on the home 
front caused, more casualties dur- 
ing the war than did war on the 
battlefronts, Nieland says. 

In addition to-having one of the 


highest accidents rates of all oc-, 


cupations, farm workers generally 
are not covered by workmen's 
compensation, Nieland points out. 
The loss‘ to the individual, most 
of which can be preyented, is ma- 
terial. 

But every hour lost oh a result 
of farm accidents means less food 
for th estarving, less food for us, 
as Secretary of Agficulture An- 
derson has pointed-out.
